Nation of Islam, formerly referred 
to as Muslim Cult of Islam, also 
known as Muhammad's Temples of Islam 

In February, 1957 » a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that the "Nation 
of Islam" is an organization composed entirely of Negroes 
which was organised in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. The 
national leader is ELIJAH MOHAMMAD, who claims to have been 
selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America. 
According to MUHAMMAD, the purpose of the organisation is to 
establish an independent black nation in the United States. 

Members follow the teachings of MUHAMMAD, which are 
allegedly based on his interpretation of the •"Koran.'' They 
are taught that there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negro race is the original race on earth and is 
Asiatic in origin and nature; that they are not citizens of

He is carrying a 
mortgage on this home of between $7,000 and $8,000 and pays

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MUHAMMAD stated that he is considered the leader 
and teacher or Messenger and has been with the organization 
for 25 years. He indicated he received no salary and is taken 
care of from the "Poor Treasury," He indicated the organiza- 
tion gives him so much to support himself, whatever is considered 
necessary, as there is no set salary and his income varies 
from $5,000 to $10,000 or $11,000. MUHAMMAD indicated he is 
no college man, that his wife is not employed and that he 
maintains no personal bank accounts and has no war bonds or 
other securities. MUHAMMAD said he has no other income and 
does not know the value of his furniture, as it is all old.

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On the back cover of the booklet "The Supreme 
Wisdom/ Volume II, appears an article captioned "Arise 
My People!" In this article MUHAMMAD states , in part, 
that "today another prophesy is being fulfilled - we are 
shedding 'the white man's false religion (Christianity), 
his name and culture, and returning to our own (ISLAM), 
Our hearts are glad and we weep with joy to know that it's 
now OUR TIME to rule the world and that ALLAH will not allow 
the beasts (our open enemies) to deceive, rob, lynch or 
murder our people any more." 

It is stated on pages 87 and 88 of the booklet "The 
3upreme Wisdom," Volume II, that the so-called Negro press 
h?-s begun to give the teachings and work of Messenger ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD the moral support it deserves. It states the years 
to come may see the establishment of the Muslims' own news- 
papers and magazines and even radio and television stations 
"that would enable us to bring .more of our deaf, dumb and 
blind (mentally dead) people into the knowledge of their own." 

A footnote on page 88 reflects that a column entitled 
"Mr. Muhammad Speaks," written by Mr. ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, is 
printed each week in the weekly "Pittsburgh Courier." The 
column appearing weekly in the Hew York "Amsterdam Hews" is 
entitled "The Islam World." The weekly Westchester (Hew York) 
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"Observer" prints the teachings of Messenger MUHAMMAD in the 
form of a series entitled, "White Man's Heaven is Black Man's 
Hell." 

ELIJAH MUHAMMAD advised another individual in mid 
August, 1957, that he writes articles for the "Pittsburgh 
Courier," the New York "Amsterdam," the "Detroit Chronicle" 
and that he will start writing for the "Los Angeles Herald." 




The December 5» 1957 » issue of the Los Angeles 
"Herald-Dispatch," Volumn VI, Ho. 30, a weekly newspaper, 
contains articles on pages 1, k and 11 concerning ELIJAH

The SStional leader is ELIJAH MUHAMMAD who claims to have - 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the 
so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of 
Sor?h AmerlcL According to MOHAMMAD, the purpose of the 
organization is to establish an independent black nation 
in the United States. 

Members follow the te*chin-s of MUHAWIAD, which 
are allegedly besed on his interpretation of the Koran. 
They are taupht that there is no such thing as a Negro; 
till the so-called Ne*ro race is the original race on earth 
and is Asiatic in origin «nd nature; that they are *°\ 
citizens of the United States but merely slaves; that the 
white race, referred to as "white devils, is inferior 
to the Negro race but has exploited the Negroes, impose* .
